AMERICA AND THE LEAGUE. 


The Times publishes to-day a long letter from | 
Viscount Grey of Fallodon, in which he en 
deavours, from the experience of his recent stay 
in Washington, to make more intelligible to 
people on this side of the Atlantic the position 
of the United States with regard to the Leagce 
of Nations. In the first place, he emphasises 


the treaty-making power of the Senaic, which 


rules out the justification of any charge of bad 


faith and repudiation of signatures brought 
against the action of the United States; and, 


disregard of higher ideals. Tho real underlying 
cause of the Sdnaie’s insistence upon reserva- 


tions in ratifying the Covenant of the League 
of Nations he regards as (1) the presence of a 


real conservative feeling for traditional policy, 
and (2) the possibility under the American Con- 


stitution of a conflict between the Executive and 


the Legislature. Emphasising the need of 
America’s help, he says:>—If. they enter the 
League as a willing iPartner witb limited obliga- 
tions it may well be that American opinion, 
and American action inside the League, will be 
much more fruitful than if they entered as a 
reluctant partner who felt that her hand had 
been forced. It is in this spirit, in this hope, 
and in this expectation that I think we should ap- 
proach, and are justified in approaching ,considera- 
tion of American reservations. The difficulties 
and dangers which Americang foresee in it will 
probably never arise, or be felt by them whqn 
they are once in the League; and, in the same 


way, the weakening and injury to the League, . 


which some of its best friends apprehend from 
the American reservations, would not be felt 
in practice. If the outcome of the long con- 
troversy in the Senate has been to offer eo: 
operation in the League of Nations it would 
be the greatest mistake to refuse that co-opera- 
tion because of the conditions attached to at, 
and when that co-operation is accepted let it 
not be accepted in the spirit of pessimism. 

Commenting on Viscount Grey's letter, 7Áe 
Times, in a leading article toslay, says :—With 
Lord Grey we utterly refuse to believe—as, in. 
deed, we have always refused to believe—that 
th splendid spirit of sacrifice for these ideals 
which animated America im the war has died 
with the peace. It is, he declares, still there. 
The American people do not wish to “ with 
draw their influence in world affairs.” They 
wish, he admits, to “limit their obligations, 
but ‘they do not propose to themselves to play 
a small part in the League of Nations. Bo 
long as they do not insist upon limiting their 
obligations in such a way as in practice to throw 
an excessive share of the common burden on 
their colleagues, the larger the part they play in 
the League the hetter—the better for all, but 
especially the better for ‘this Empire, because 
from those tions of right and law which, 
like it, they have inherited, their judgment in 
the vast majority of questions will agree, in all 
likelihood, with our own. This, Lord Grey tells 
us, is generally admitted of the self-governing 
Dominions, though objection to their votmg 
power in the Assembly of the League—they 
have not votes in the Council—has been, per- 
haps, the most popular contention of the op- 
ponents to ratification. Lord Grey, it is hardly 
necessary to say, agrees with us that the 
votes of the Dominions must be retained as 
they stand, and he plainly shares our belief 
that with good-will on all sides the matter 
should be capable of adjustment. We cannot, 
however, feel confident that so important a sub- 
ject can safely oe left in part undetermined, in 
the hope that it may not arise in practice. It 
is; no doubt, true that in many cases the 
difficulties which seemed most formidable to 
the negotiatore of treaties have not, in fact, 
arisen. But it is also true that some of the 
gravest of international complications have had 
their source in the deliberate silence, or in the 
studied vagueness and ambiguity, of diplomatists 
eager to'evade awkward differences for the 
moment. If precautions “on paper” against 
such differences were superfluous, treaties, it 
would seem, must be superfluous altogether. 
In conclusion, The Times says—Lord Grey's 
letter is a weighty plea for what all know 
to be the main step towards this ardently de 
sired goal. For that reason we pen it, = 
for th we are confident all that is best 
i this oi and 0 Ee Dated States will 
welcome it from their hearts. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND 
IRELAND. 

Commenting on Mr.gWalter Long’s speech at 
Trowbridge yesterday, J’'Ae Times, in a lead- 
ing article today, says—It is a good omen 
that a Minister of Mr. Longs standing and 
political record should say that the Govern- 
ment mean to proceed with their Irish pro- 
gramme, and should identify himself un- 
equivocally. with their purpose. Both in this 
country, and even to a greater extent in Ire- 
land. there have been serious doubts of the 
sincerity of the Government in this matter. 
Mr. Long's statement should help to allay 
them, but as regards the Bill itself he has 
added nothing to our scanty knowledge. The 
outline which the Prime Minister gave to the 
House of Commons was very general in its 
terms, and left much to be desired. Since he 
made it the Government have had occasion to 
hear the criticism and the views of Irish- 
men of all parties. We betieve that, 
though many of these criticisms have 
been hostile, the Government scheme is 
susceptible of improvements which will meet 
them in many particulars. On the fundamental 
matter of the area of the new Ulster we have 
expressed a strong opinion. We have also said 
that both in finance and in the constitution of 
the Joint Council of Ireland there is room for 
amendments which would strengthen the 
measure and improve its prospects of ultimate 
success. We regret that Mr. 1..mg should have 
given no assurance that in these and other 
particulars the scheme has been the subject of 
reconsideration by the Cabinet. If, indeed, it 
has not. the task of those who, like ourselves, 
desire whole-heartedly to support the Govern- 
ment in thie matter will be rendered far more 
dificult, while the fear lest party end pereonal 
influences may have straitened the limits of 
what ought to be a truly national settlement 
may undermine public confidence. 


THE ADVERSE EXCHANGE.

VIEWS OF BRITISH 


BANKERS. 

On the basie of imformation derived from 
authoritative circles in. Paris, the Press Associa- 
tion's Special Correspondent is enabled to state 
that an important part of France’s new loan will 
be applied to the withdrawal of paper money 
from circulation, this scheme being one of the 
essential features of the Government's plan to 
improve the present financial situation in 
France. The reduction of the formidable 
amount of paper money now in circulation is 
considered to be pressing and important. The 
amount of paper ‘to be thus withdrawn will 
depend on the size of the loan, It is believed 
that the Government does not intend to count 
upon the international financial conference, 
which has been mooted, in order to solve the 
question of exchange and other urgent financial 
problems, but intends to take the promptest 
rene most energetic measures on its own initia- 

ve. , 

Other measures which have been decided 
upon in order to remedy the situation 
include radical increases in taxation, with a 
view to balancing the Budget, and, if neces- 
eary, drastic restrictions on the importations of 
luxuries, in order to check any further depre- 
Giation of the franc. 

The policy of the Government is to avoid, as 
far as possible, a restriction of trade with all 
nations, eepecially with the Allied and Aeso- 
ciated Powers, and the proposed prohibition of 
imports will be imposed only according to the 
absolute necessities of the exchange situation, 
The gravity of the situation is fully appre- 
ciated in competent circles, but at the same 
time it must be emphasised that there is no 
feeling of panic in officia] quarters.

APPROVAL OF BRITISH FINANCIERS, 

British banking circles in Paris strongly en- 
dorse the necessity for immediate remedial 
measures to deal with the present rates cf ex- 
change, and they are convinced that the only 
means to this end are hard work, economy, the 
restriction of imports, increased production, 
and additional taxation. It is pointed out that 
the real root of the evil lies in the lack of pro- 
duction, and that while France to-day is ob- 
viously forced to import such articles as food 
and raw materials, until the ravages of war are 
made good, it appears. strange that she should 


soap, which have always been recognised as 
typically French products. 

The measures outlined in this despatch, 
whien the French Government are about to 
take to remedy the existing state of affairs, 
meet with strong approval in British financial 
quarters, and the general opinion of foreign 
bankers is that until France puts her own 
house in order she cannot expect much assist- 
ance from outside ceuntries. 

So far as prospects from America are con- 
cerned, it is believed that although it cannot be 
denied that there is at present a strong feeling 
in America against further loans to Europe, the 
important banking houses of the United States 
would probably be willing to assist. But it is 
unlikely that anything can be done until the 
Treaty is ratified by the American Senate. 
“The day must come, however,” said one 
authority, “when America, for her own ad- 
vantage, will have to employ part of the wealth 
which has flowed into America during the war 
in loans to Europe. It is true that at the pre- 
sent’ moment America can use all she produces, 
but such a state of affairs cannot continue. For 
instance, 2,000,000 motor cars are 
annuaily in the United States, and at such a 
rate there must soon be a glut on the market 


present rate of exchange, however, it is very 
dificult for purchasers to buy gocds in 


to improve European currency and thus facili 
tate foreign trade.” 

French brokers state that never before has 
there been such widespread 
Paris Bourse. ‘The speculation, however, does 
not tend so much towards foreign currencies and 
securities, but mostly affects French listed stocks 
and mercantile shares. Shipping, real. estate, 
and other such investments are in great de- 
mand. It is thought that one reason for the 
present wave of speculation is because people 
feel that as money becomes more depreciated, so 
the need to make greater use of capital in- 
creases. While the volume of speculation does 
not reach the figure attained in 1896 during the 
securities were placed on the market, “it is 
significant,” eaid a broker, “that many new 
faces of amall investors and speculators are to 
be seen nowadays around the Bourse— 
prosperous-looking individuals, whose fortunes 
are undoubtedly of recent date.”

EARNEST. 

Mr. Walter Long, speaking at Trowbridge last 
night, referred to the criticiams of the Coalition. 
Some critics declared they were actually in pro- 
cess of disappearing, and that their decease 
might be expected at any moment. He did not 
share those views. Elections were not the only 
test, There was efficiency of administration. He 
invited them to consider the circumstances 
which the Coalition had been called upon to ad- 
minister. It was true that peace had been 
signed and ratified, but it was a great mistake 
to suppose that the war was over. There were 
parts of the world in which there was still a de 
plorable condition of things. People seemed to 
be unaware of the naval operations in the 
Baltic, that we had a fleet in the Mediterranean 
and ships in the Blaek Sea, all engaged in safe 
guarding the mtereste of this country, He 
noticed criticisms upon our policy in Russia and 
in the Baltic. He did not understand these 
criticisms. We were told that we ought 
not to interfere in the internal affairs 
of Russia. We had not interfered with 
Russia's internal affairs. What he had done 
was to give assistance to those who had stood 
by us as Allies, and it would have been an act 
of cowardice and of ingratitude to have turned 
our backs upon them in their hour of need. 

THE COALITION'S: WORK. 

Judging the Government on its administra- 
tion or its legislation, he was not afraid of the 
verdict. He agreed that it would be an advan- 
tage if the two parties forming the Coalition 
could be merged into one. He knew of no 
difficulties existing within the Government, and 
there was no justification for condemning the 
Coalition party on ilte ground that our Go- 
vernment, owing to its different com 
parts, could not agree, and could not inis- 
ter successfully.

To turn round now 
after the great part Mr. Lloyd George had 
played in the war and in the peace negotiations, 
and to say that they were going back to their 
old party politics would be an act of base in- 
gratitude. He (Mr. Long) was satisfied that for 
the present, at all events, a Coalition on the 
present lines was the Best form of Government. 
We could not~hasten the other solution, that of 
the formation of a single party, but he could 
not help hoping that it would come, and that 
it would come fairly soon. (Cheers.} 

THE CASE OF IRELAND:

MEETING IN BELFAST. 


PROFESSOR HENRY ON 
LUCRETIUS. 


A meeting of the Classical Association of Ire- 
land was held yesterday evening in the Great 
Hall, Queen's University, Belfast. Dr> W. A. 
Golighery M.4., F.T.C:D., presided, and there 
was a good attendance. In the afternoon the 
members of the Association were the guests of 
the Vice-Chancellor and Mrs. Hamilton at a 
reception in the Queen's University. 

At the afternoon meeting Dr. Goligher said 
that before ealling upon Professor Henry to 
deliver his presidential address on Lucretius, he 
would like to convey their thanks to the Vice- 
Chancellor of the Queen’s University and the 
other authorities for their hospitality in enter- 
taining the Association in Belfast this vear. 

PROFESSOR HENRY’S ADDRESS. 

Professor Henry, in his address on Lucretius, 
stated that the last century of the Roman Re- 
public was a period of political, civil, and social 
unrest. The provinces were plundered without 
mercy by a succession of extortionate and 
venial governors; the discontent of the Itahans 
was only appeased when Rome, after the Social 
war yielded to force and from policy what 1 
had refused in spite of warning to grant to 
justice. Men carried their lives in their hands 
into the forum, knowing that if tmey did not 
drive their opponents from the field oy main 
force they would leave life and property in the 
hands of implacable and ‘unscrupulous foes. 
For the uncertainty of the times an increasing 
consolation was found in literature and 
philosophy, both of which were the gift of 
Greece. It was in accordance with the Roman 
character that the purely sceptical develop- 
ments of later Greek philosophy should find in 
Rome a more restricted following than the 
dogmatic schools. The Roman could not rest 
in the state of intellectual suspense, he re- 
quired some doctrine upon which action should 
be built, and by which life could be controlled. 
Stoicism proved itself in the end more im 
harmony with Roman gravity and love of 
action. It was able to absorb almost every 
element of value in both Greek and Roman 
religion. Its iusistence on the all-sufficiency o! 
virtue appealed to all that was best in the 
Roman character; yet it was not a creed to 
be embraced lightly and without reflection.

The break-up of the conference was the result 
of the refusal of Senator Lodge to accept the 
reservation to Article 10 ef. the:Tréaty, which 
was drafted by Mr. Taft, and which was sub- 
mitted to the Conference by the Démocratic 
‘presentatives. Senator Hitchcock announced 
that he would give notice in the Senate 
to-morrow that on February 10th be would 
move that the Treaty should be taken up on 
the floor of the House. The Democratic 
Senators, on failing to obtain a compromise, 
walked out, declaring their intention of seek- 
ing some other method of obtaining ratification. 
The democratic leaders refused to enter into 
any explanations until the friends of the Treaty 
had had time to confer. 

The text of the Taft reservation is as follows: 
“The United States declines to assume any 
legal or binding obligations to preserve the ter- 
ritorial integrity or the political independence 
of any other country under the provisions of 
Article 10, or'to employ the military and naval! 
forces of the United States under any article of 
the Treaty for aly purpose, but Congress, 
which, under the constitution, has the sole 
power, will consider and decide what moral 
obligation, if amy, under circumstances of any 
particular case when it arises, should move the 
United States in the interest of the world-peace 
and justice, to take action therein, and will 
provide accordingly.”

Are you aware that Ireland from 1870 
1910, after paying for the entire cost of being 
disgoverned, contributed three hundred 
million pounds to the Imoerial Exchequer, and 
Is now contributing, according to Mr. Liovd 
George, a surplus of the cost of government 
eighteen million pounds annually. In view of 
this legalised plundes de. vou think Mp. Lieyd 
Georges offer of a wedding present of two 
million pounds and two parochial Parliaments 
Is & generous proposition? I do not regard the 
offer of the Prime Minister referred to in the 
question as intended to-cancel the alleged ex- 
cessive contribution of Ireland to the Imperial 
Exchequer. I have alwavs held that the new 
Irish Government should be started on a sound 
financial basis. In view of the altered finan- 
cial situation due to the war I must reserve 
judgment as to the adequacy of the proposed 
grant till I see the Government’s proposals 
in the form of that bill. 

These replies of Mr. Asquith will be submitted 
to a meeting of the Irish National League on 
Sunday night, when it will be decided into 
which scale they will throw the Irish voting 
strength.
